Spanish Cruiser Eeaches Spain From Cuba, 


Cadiz Fleet to Sail Under Sealed 


Orders. Key West Dispatch. 


RECEIVED AS AUTHENTIC 


New* of Spanish Fleet. 
Volunteer 


Army IS early Complete. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript) 


Washington, May 21.—Up to the pres- 


ent time 103,000 volunteers have been 
mustered Into the volunteer army, and 
by the end of the week it is expected that 
the lull number called for will be mus- 
tered in. The regular army is being in- 
creased to 60,000 also. 


This is the moat significant fact of the 


day, in view of the silence 
regarding 


naval movements. The government is 
making every preparation for the speedy 
invasion of Cuba, although the date for 
this movement is undouBtedly postponed 
till after the expected naval battle. 


The cavy department admits that in all 


probability the news that the Spanish 
fleet is at Santiago is ant iientic, although 
it has not yet been verified from reliable 
source. There is general expectation of a 
naval battle by the first part of next 
week, when Cevera's fleet will be annihil- 
ated. 


News of the Chat^anoogadiaaster caused

"Washington, May 21.—Everytnmg is 


ready for an immediate invasion 01 Cuba. 
The regulars are prepared to start, and 
so are the volunteer regiments -which 
have been recruited from the efficient 
militia forces of the New England states. 
But with nothing lacking save the word 
to advance the administration is beset 
with urgent appeals for delay. The of- 
ficers of the regular army, almost to a 
man, are opp^ged to the idea of invading 
Cuba at this season. Chief among them 
is General Miles, who has been plead- 
ing with the president and the secretary 
of war to defer the embarkation of forces 
until the close of the rainy season, which 
1^-now imminent, and in the meantime to 
drill and season the volunteers for the 
arduous work of Cuban campaigning. 
Secretary Alger is opposed to further 
delay and wishes to put the troops in 
motion at once. Between the pressure 
of conflicting advice and opinions the 
president is full of the most anxious 
thought and hesitates to decide. 


General Miles' policy with regard to 


the invasion of Cuba was adopted by 
the administration so far as it involved 
the abandonment of the early scheme 
to use the army merely as auxiliary to 
the insurgents who were to be allowed 
to bear the brunt of the* military opera- 
tions in the island. The discovery that 
the insurgents were quite unable to carry 
on a systematic and aggressive cam- 
paign left no alternative with the ad- 
ministration except to adopt General 
Miles' suggestion that -when operations 
were undertaken invasion should be 
made in force and without regard to 
any assistance which the insurgents 
might render. But General Miles' plan 
involved in addition a postponement of 
all operations until fall, and he is as in- 
sistent as ever oh this point. He is sup- 
ported in his contention by almost every 
officer of high standing in the army, and 
in addition some of the president's clos- 
est and most influential friends are 
Strongly urging delay. 


The sea scouts, widely advertised and 


costing $25,000 a day, do not seem thus 
far to have proven very effective ad- 
ditions to the navy.

Admiral Cervera sails northward toward

an Expert on International I*w, While 
tbe New Postmaster General Is • Suc- 
OMiful Editor Sjpd Diplomat. 
Them Is a trite old saying wblcb conn- 


icls against swapping horses while cross- 
ing a river. Sometimes, however, it Is 
i ithor swap or 6wlo>. It was In a position 
omuxvbat of this nature that Prcsl- 
' :ir MoKinloy recently found himself In 
i; jtard to his cabinet. To have two mom- 
burs of tho administrative family resign 
jnst at tbe beginning of a war was unprec- 
edented, but nothing v.'jis left for him to 
do ezcept to fill tbelr places. 


Judge Day, who succeeds John Sherman 


as secretary of state, has been before tho 
public so long in connection with the de- 
partment of which ho is now the head 
tbnt tbe record of his public services needs 
no review. 


John Bnssotfc Mooro, who steps into tha 


Important post of first assistant secretary 
of state, is, however, u comparative stran- 
ger. He is no stranger to tho work which 
he has been called to perform, though, for 
from 1885 until 1803 be was connected 
with the department. At tbe time of his 
recent appointment be was holding a pro- 
fessorship in Columbia college. 


Tbo now assistant secretary of state was 


born In Smyrna, Del., in 1S80, his father 
being a practicing physician of tho town. 
After a preliminary education in tho pri- 
vate schools of Felton, Del., be entered, at 
the age of 10 years, the University of Vir- 
ginia at Cbarlottesville, where during hia 
tbreo years' course he gave special atten- 
tion to the classics, general history, liter- 
ature, logic and moral philosophy. 


When 30 years old, he entered the law 


office of Edward G. Bradford, at that time 
one of the leading lawyers of Wilmington, 
Del., where be studied law for three years, 
and, 
having satisfied tbe requirements, 


waa admitted to tho Delaware bar In 1883, 
beginning immediately the practice of law 
In Wilmington. 


One of tbe first names on the civil serv- 


ice rolls was that of tbe young lawyer, and 
in JuSy, 1885, he receiv-d a temporary 
commission for six months of a $1,300 
clerkship in the department of state. In 
the following January the commission 
was made permanent. 


For some time he was associated with 


the then third assistant secretary and with 
tbe solicitor in the distinctive legal branch 
of tbe work. Upon the death of the sec- 
ond assistant secretary, who was succeeded 
by tbe third assistant secretary, be was 
appointed to the latter's place. 


Columbia university called Mr. Moon 


in April, 1891, to accept tha Hamilton 
Fish chair of International law and diplo- 
macy, and ho accepted. Secretary Blalne 
objected to his leaving and induced the 
university to grant him a year's lea .e of 
absence, so in reality it was not until lb99

that he severed his connection with tho 
department jf state. Even then he gave 
up an advantageous prospect, as Secretary 
Blaine offered to promote him to first as- 
sistant secretary if he would remain. 
Since his acceptance of the Columbia 
chair, however, Mr. Mooro has on several 
occasions given tbe state department tbe 
benefit of his knowledge of international 
law. He has not resigned bis professor- 
ship on request of President Low, but has 
accepted a leave of absence. 


Mr. Moore is one of the few recognized 


authorities on international law in this 
country, end bia services will be particu- 
larly valuable to the state department 
while we ore settling our little affair with 
Spain. 


Charles Emory Smith, tbe new post- 


master general, is also one of tbe well 
known men of the nation. He has been 
chiefly prominent as an editor, being the 
director and publisher of tbe Philadelphia 
Press. He has also bad some experience 
as a diplomat, having served under Presi- 
dent Harrison as United States minister to 
Eusala from 1890 until 1698. 


Mr. Smith waa born at Mansfield, Conn. , 


Feb. 18, 1842. Seven years later he re- 
moved with bis parents to Albany, In 
which city he received bis education. He 
was graduated from Union college In 
1861, but during bis boyhood be did edi- 
torial work for tho Albany Transcript. 
After be left coHfcge be hem mo military 
secretary to Qeberal Rathbono, who was 
raising troops for tho v, ar of tbe rebel- 
lion and subsequently became an attache 
of the office of tho adjutant general of tbe 
state of New York, where be remained 
until the election of Horatio Seymour as 
governor In 1873. 


For a eUott time be then taught in tbe 


Albany academy, but did considerable 
writing for tbe Albany Express, of wbicb 
be soon became editor and In 186S part 
proprietor. H» became prominent in tbe 
affairs of tbe Republican party, and from 
1873 Mr. Smith was regularly a delegate 
to tbe state conventions and was usually 
chairman of tbe committee on resolutions 
and drew up the party platforms. In 1876 
be was elected to tho Bopublican national 
convention. In 1879 be was temporary and 
permanent chairman of tho state conven- 
tion. Xb|B was bis last prominent appear- 
ance in New York politics. 


In Io71 Mr. Smith wo» elected a trustee 


of Union collage. In 1874 be wag presi- 
dent of tho Now York State Press Associa- 
tion, and id 1870 tbe state legislature 
elected him n regent of the University of 
tb» State of New York. 


Mr. Smith went to Philadelphia from 


Albany In March, 1879, to take editorial 
charge of The Press.

That the leading Feature of the Conn- 


try's Trade Today. 


New York, May 21.—The excellent 


foreign demand at good prices for most 
products of American agriculture con- 
stitutes, as for some time past, the lead- 
ing feature of the country's trade, as re- 
ported by Bradstreet's. Second only to 
this, and of necessity forming an im- 
portant link in the chain of good trade 
may be mentioned the almost uniformly 
good crop situation, furnishing the best 
evidence that foreign remands now and 
in the future will be adequately met. 


An increased willingness to regard the 


existing war as merely an incident in 
the country's business seems evident in 
the trade reports received this week. 
The volume of bank clearings, reports of 
railroad earning*, the movement of 
prices and the reports received from the 
iron and steel trades all seem to concur 
in indicating a maximum volume of 
business for the period year, with even 
greater hopefulness manifested than for 
some time past as to a continuance of 
favorable conditions. 


In manufacturing lines the reports 


from the woolen goods trade are no more 
favorable, except where the stimulus 
of army orders imparts activity to some 
lines of manufactured products and raw 
materials. Eather more tone is visible 
in the cotton g'oods Industry, and there 
Is a firmer tendency In prices, print 
cloths having recovered slighUy from 
their unprecedentedly low quotation. 


Rather more Irregularity is visible in. 


prices this week than for some time past, 
but declines where noted are of a small 
volume. While wheat, pork, beef, cot- 
ton, prirt cloths and bessemer pigiron 
are all higher, corn, oats, flour, coffee, 
butter, cheese and steel billets are slight- 
ly lower.

GLADSTONE EULOGIES, 


Memorable Episode In Nation's Par- 


liamentary History, 


Worth of the Statesman Tes- 


tified to by All. 


Westminster Abbey to Be the Place of Sepul- 


ture. 
/ 


London, May 21.—The eulogies of Mr. 


Gladstone in the parliament formed a 
historic episode. There were more mem- 
bers assembled in the commons than 
upon any occasion since Mr. Gladstone 
himself introduced the home rule bill. 
They filled every seat and clustered on 
the steps of the speaker's dais. The 
peers' gallery was crowded with the 
foremost members of the house ef lords. 
The United States ambassador and all 
the members of his staff were among- 
the diplomats present. After prayers 
they silently awaited Mr. Balfour for a. 
quarter of an hour, and -when he rose 
all heads were bared. 


Mr. Balfour's speech was 
remark- 


ably eloquent and displayed good taste, 
while Sir William Vernon Haroourt's 
encomiums of his dead leader were de- 
livered in a more glowing style. The 
Liberal leader's voice tjirice broke "With 
emotion, and he was co~ •• siled to pause 
and wipe his eyes. 


Mr. Dillon was in his most oratorical 


style, and when he described how Mr. 
Gladstone's sympathies were unbound- 
ed by nationality ajid embraced the op- 
pressed of all races, the Irish benches 
responded with murmurs of assent. 


In the house of lords there won a full 


attendance of members. The Maraud 
of Salisbury spo-fce feelingly of Mr. Glad- 
stone, who, he said, "was aver guideO tn 
all his efforts by a lofty inarsA ideal. 
Continuing:, the premier said: "Th^d()' 
ceased will be remembered not so n>u«l) 
for his political woric aa tor the great 
example, hardly pantllfled in history, 
of the great Christian Btatemnatt." 


The Earl of Klmberley, the Zdbernl 


leader, followed with »touoblng tribute, 
and the Duke of Devonshire expressed 
generous appreciation of Mr. Gladstone's 
services in behalf of the Llberal'TJuiOgj.- 
Ists, saying- their severance from the 
statesman was a. most painful incident; 
but, he added, be <?ould recall no word 
from Gladstone which added unneces- 
sarily to the bitterness of the situation. 


The Sari of Rossbery delivered aa 


eloquent panegyric on the 
statesman. 


The Gladstone family floes not oppoes 


the nation's desiro regarding the place 
of sepulture, and th« only direction thft 
deceased left was that ho should be 
buried at Hawarden unless there was an 
unmistakable national wish for an inter* 
ment at the abbey. Mrs. GladstOB*'« 
only objection is the natural wish to b.0 
buried in the same grave devoted t$ 
her husband: and it ts rumored that ar- 
rangements are in contemplation where- 
by this feeling need not prove an insup-

The operating room is called by the sur- 


geons one of the fjpest in the country. 14 
is larger than usual, and, no clinics being 
held in it, it has not the amphitheaters 
whioh always accompany the operating 
rooms of the civil hospitals. At least 
three and perhaps more surgeons can 
work in the room at once. There is an 
electric elevator In the corridor which 
leads to the operating room. In the main 
building are small laboratories, chemical 
and bacteriological, but the large hospital 
laboratory is in an outside building. Here 
all kinds of experiments are m«de im- 
portant to the medical world, civil as well 
as military and naval. 


In the hospital now are about 75 pa- 


tients, including two of the Maine's vic- 
tims. One of them, Wilbur, lost a brother 
in the explosion. To care for these the 
hospital has 25 or 30 employees, besides a 
medical director of the navy in oharee 
and his three assistants. The enlisted men 
of the navy, of course, occupy the wards, 
and the officers have separate rooms or 
suits, which correspond to the "private 
rooms" of the civil hospitals. 


No matter how clean, bright and airy a 


hospital is kept it is impossible to divsst 
it of the grewaome aspect of disease. Till 
somber feeding is heightened a hundred 
times when, besides the hospital morgue 
or vault, there is a graveyard attached. 
The cemetery of the Naval hospital, whioh 
las been ip use as long as the hospital it- 
self, is oast of _the hospital aiiil hidden 
from it by the high bfiok wall whiqh sur- 
rounds the who'le of the land sides of the 
navy yard. Looking out from the rear of 
;he hospitaj ail tfiat is seen is a barren 
waste, blooke^ pp 6he farther side by this 
wall. 
Mercifully the br^pk interposes be- 


rween the present and the possible future 
of the patients. 


The graveyard itself is well kept, but 


the fence which divides it from the scrap 
iron yard on the other bide is of iron pal- 
Ings, which keep out neither sight nor 
sound, nor, it may be added, desecrating 
boys.

Tbo New York Naval hospital, which 


is situated just outside tbe Brooklyn navy- 
yard, has recently been enlarged by the 
addition of a new wing which doubles its 
capacity and makes it one of tbe most 
complete institutions of the kind in the 
world. 


Tho buildings bave been in use for a 


naval hospital for 50 years or more, and 
tho entire plant, without tbo land, is esti- 
mated to bo worth at least 1800,000. The 
hospital grounds used to be a part of the 
navy yard, but were separated from tbo 
yard who* the government sold to Brook- 
lyn the site of tbe Walla bout market.

"With the wind 
betvtfSeVthei twojines referred to it was 
found that .tho kite was so easily managed 
tnat i| was' no trick at all to drop letters 
or eveii a hawser into another ship, and ia 
this way .establish communication. 


Following this experiment came 0150 


with ft, wire. The end of tbe wire which 
tbo kite b'ore away from tho ship was 
dropp'ed upon the deck of H. M. S. Daufil- 
legs, where it waa secured by the electri- 
cian of the ship and attached to a tele- 
phone apparatus in waiting. The other 
end, which had remainfeB aboard the Dar- 
ing, was also attached to a telephone, and 
as soon as this task was completed the two 
chips were in perfect communication. 1'he 
kite remained susfeend^l, secured by two 
lines, for more topn four hours, during 
which time communication between tbe 
Daring and the Dauntless was uninterc 
rupted. 


The real war kite, tjbough, is the ono 


which drops qypdniije toto an enewj^s 
camp or on the1 deck ef a hostile waramp.

tainment In London than the Queon's 
theater, in the Strand, and it seemed on 
that particular evening as if the entn-u 
theater going public bad fixed op it for its 
evening's amusement.

Mr. Ashlyn as soon as bo and his pupil 
were alone, "that you and Miss Grace have 
commenced a littlo sweethearting." 


The young man smiled consciously. 
"I hope yon won't raise any objection, 


sir," he said. "I wasn't going to say any- 
thing about it just yet, but you are so 
sharp.'' 


"Bless your soul, my dear boy," said 


the old man grimly, "I played lover for 
nearly 60 years. I ought to understand 
the part.

It was a trying moment for art old gen- 


tleman, who had long since passed the or- 
dinary years of human life. Before him 
were the footlights, which he had not faced, 
for 13 years, and beyond them nearly 3,000 
people, shouting, yelling, applauding—- 
him. 


He stood and bowed. Still the applause 


continued, and ho bowed ngain and again. 
People said that he bowed a little stiffly 
and awkwardly, like one who is not used 
to it.

An Invisible Monbey. 


There are many animals, especially i 


birds and insects, which mimic in. their ' 
colors and shapes the natural objects amid 
which they dwell, and thus frequently 
escape the eyes of their enemies, but, as 
Dr. Lydekker says in Knowledge, "Until 
quite recently no case was known where a 
monkay, for tho sake of protection, resem- 
bled in form or coloration either some oth- 
er animal or an inanimate object." Such 
monkeys were discovered by Dr. J. W. 
Gregory during his recent journey in cat- 
Africa. 
Near relatives of the monkeys 


seen by him have long been known to nat- 
uralists, and have excited surprise by tho 
brilliant contrast of tho black fur covering 
their body and limbs with the snow whito 
mantle of long, silky hair hanging from 
their shoulders and tho equally white 
plumes on their tails.

The 
man who leads the American people 
away from, roasts and fancy cuts to the 
cheap piecar, from roasts and steaks to 
stews and like dishes will do this Land 
of the Free a great favor. It has been 
said that a good French housewife will 
feed her family on what a. Yankee house- 
wife throws ,g.way, and the statement 
is not far o"t of the way.

that, but the French dishes will b" 
equally tasty. 
There a-e two (-.hinge 


Americans should leam to eat, viz., 
olive oil in cooking and -upon lettuce, cu- 
cumbers, tomatoes, etc., and more stews 
and dishes of that class. They are not 
expensive adjuncts to the kitchen, and 
you cannot do without them if you 
would live well.

pieces of meat and their preparation,

VEAL A LA PROVENCALS. 


Veal brisket, five pounds, two onions, 


two carrots, one small garlic, two table- 
spoonfuls tomato catsup, half dozen 
sprigs parsley, three tablespoonfuls olive 
oil, one tablespoonful 
flour. First, 


cut the brisket in pieces about three 
inches long, one arid-half inches wide. 
Freshen them in cold water for 15 min- 
utes. Second", place them in a stewpan 
cover with cold water, let them come to 
boil and then add one onion, a couple 
carrots sliced or cut into large dice, a 
little parsley, and salt and pepper to 
taste. Cook about 
one and one-half 


hours. Third, warm in a stewpan the 
olive oil, add the veal and let it brjown 
veil; then add one choppefl onion, the 
garlic clove crushed, one tablespoonful 
flour, tomato catsup table sauce, if 
desired, and cook about as long as be- 
fore, or until done. In serving, skim off 
any floating grease, place in hot dish and 
garnish with chopped parsley. 


To make a. beef stew that is excellent 


the general directions above may be fol- 
lowed, except that it will require longer 
cooking. 


For beef, however, I prefer this meth- 


od. Cut the beef, with the grain, into 
slices about two inches wide, place it ia 
cold water, season with salt and pepper, 
and let it come to a boil, skimming- of£ 
any impurities that may arise. Boil for 
two and one-half hours. Then put in 
half a dozen onions, two carrot* and 
one-half turnip cut into large dice, one 
garlic clove and a tablespoonful table 
eauce. Just before the vegetables are 
cooked put in two cups canned toma- 
toes. When all are cooked properly re- 
mpve meat and vegetables, thicken 
broth with cornstarch,color adarkbrown 
with caramel, pour over the meat and 
vegetables, sarnifeh with chopped pars- 
ley and ser\s in deep, warm platter. If 
you have them, add a dozen mush- 
rooms to the stew and It will improve it. 


One advantage of these dishes is found 


in the fact that you have your vegeta- 
bles usually served as side dishes in the 
one dish. You obtain all (.he nourish- 
ment there is in the several ingredients 
and have a highly appetizing-dish at a 
Email expense. 


With these dishes you may serve let- 


tuce, radishes or cucumbers, if you de- 
sire, or perhaps, better, a vegetable sal- 
ad, as it is called by some chefs. How 
to make this, it will be my pleasing duty 
to inform you in my next.
